A Dinner of Horse Flesh. 


I went on Saturday, writes a Paris 
co ent, to a horse-flesh dianer, 
iven by M. Ducroix, Veterinary-in- 
ief to the Etat Major of Paris. It 
was pre by an ordi eook, the 
ost wi his guests to know that 
the food p before them owed 
none of its le virtues to extra- 
science. Everythi 


excellent, but the erowning dish was 
roast fillet, which was very tender and 
succulent. There was no flavor or 
odor that in the remotest way remind- 
ed one of the stable. 

The weak point of the feast was the 
salad, which was dressed with oil 
taken from horses’ feet. M. Ducroix 
is an enthusiast, and dreams of noth- 
ing else than cheapening meat and 
rendering the lives of horses tolerable 
by getting people to become hippopop- 
agists. If the ultimate fate of the 
horse was to be sent to the butcher's 
shambles instead of to the slaughter 
house, cabmen, he opines, would be 
more merciful to the beasts they drive, 
and the poor would be able to fall 
back from dear beef and mutton upon 
cheaper and more nutritive meat. 
Since his hippopophagy has been in- 
troduced here, more than 12,000 
horses annually have fallen into the 
stewpans and soup pots of the French 
capital. It appears, indeed, that the 
supply is scarcely equal to the de- 
mand. 

On sitting down, I feel, I confess, 
somewhat nervous. It occurred to me 
that sundry chevaline diseases were 
propagated by innoculation. M. Du- 
croix, who suspected my misgivings, 
informed me that the inspection of 
horse flesh for the flesh markets is 
more close than that of beef. The 
living animal has to pass a veterinary 
surgeon, and when it is reduced to the 
condition of butcher's meat it is again 
subjected to a microscopic examina- 
tion. Some members of the Society 
for the protection of animals have in- 
vited M. Ducroix to London to make 
arrangements with them for a horse 
flesh banquet at the Crystal Palace, 


prepared by a French cook. — Liverpool 
Courier.

DEporuLaTION OF AN Historic Is- 
LaND.—A correspondent of the 7'imes 
relating the story of a defalcation in 
St Helena, draws a painful picture of 
the ual decay of the island. It 
has been ruined by the Suez Canal, by 
the use of steam condensers, and by 
the improvement in the speed of ships 
traveling between Europe and India. 
The shipmasters now want nothing, 
and the revenue, chiefly derived from 
custom duty, has sunk to £13,615. 
The establishments have been cut 
down to £5,629, the troops of the 
line have been withdrawn, and_ one- 
fourth of the whole population has 
emigrated, chiefly to the Cape, while 
the remainder have been reduced to 
the greatest straits. There are now 
only 2,681 males in the island, of 
whom 1,154 are children. It is pro- 
bable that the decline will extend 
much further, for the cultivators have 
now no motive for remaining, and it is 
difficult to see what government could 
do for the island, unless, indeed, it 
could induce the people to try some 
new culture.. Some very fine species 
of tobaceo; the chinchona plant, the 
opium, yielding poppy, or a rose that 
would yield oil might give the island 
an article of export, and so bring back 
— its prosperity. A few hun- 

red pounds judiciously expended on 
an experiment of this sort might do 
more for it than any imperial grant 
the local Treasury is likely to obtain, 
and the means of making the experi- 
ments could readily be found at the 
India office. «

Storming the Rampartse—A Bullet-Proof 
Colonel. 


London News: Major General Count 
Grabbe, a zealous and distinguished 
soldier, the father of four children, led 
his column on horseback on the Kanla 
Tabia. At about 11 o’cloek, however, 
two bullets simultaneously pierced his 
breast and puta stop to his gallant 
career. He expired before reaching 
the ambulance. Only a few weeks 
before he had been decorated with the 
cross of St. George for his valorous 
behaviour at the Recaro hafretrerrre 
I met him some days the battle 
and he showed me then two other 
such crosses which he had received by 
the same post from his wife and his 
sister as a congratulatory present. 
“You see,” he said, smiling in a melan- 
choly way, “I am well provided should 
I lose perchance my cross.” I observ- 
ed him often kneeling before his field- 
bed absorbed in prayer and meditation 
with his head buried in the cushivns. 
Colonel Blumering of the sappers 
assumed then the command of 
that brigade, and seized with an iron 
grasp the formidable redan. He and 
the pony he is accustomed to ride 
seemed to be shot-proof, as on several 
occasions, especially at Ardahan, they 
remained for hours unscathed in a hail 
storm of bullets. The earthworks of 
the Kanla Tabia were taken by esca- 
lade, and the garrison was driven out 
by the bayenet. Captain Kwidnitzky 
of the Sebastopol regiment, was the 
ffrst on the ladder and on the crown 
of the ramparts. The hadie of his 
sword was torn away and his clothes 
split in rags by bullets and bayonets. 
He showed me the ladder he had 
climbed, still leaning against the wall. 
I found it to be about three yards too 
short,an awkward circumstance which 
might have led te failure had it not 
been for the demoralized state of the 
defenders. Some of them, however, 
animated by an energetic Pasha, had 
shut themselves up in the Py Sonerggeim 
reduit at the gorge, and kept up 
thence a murderous rifle-firiog till 4 
o'clock in the morning. The youn 
Russian troops already thought o 
abandoning their conquest on account 
of the rapid volleys from the loop- 
holes, which dealt very badly with 
them. They sent word to General 
Loris Merikoff asking for reinforce- 
ments or leave to retreat. The Com- 
mander-in-Chief ordered two softnias 
of Cossacks to dismount and to assist 
the wavering infantry. The riders 
followed the summons with loud 
cheers, and backed the grenadiers so 
efficaciously that they regained their 
exhausted courage and braved anew 
the enemy’s fire as steadily as the old 
Caucasian soldiers. neral Gubsky, 
the able chief of artillery, a man of 
spotless character, managed to finish 
the sanguinary struggle by the threat 
of blowing the whole reduit up 
through the instrumentality of a large 
quantity of dynamite. As in all 
seme the scheme would have 

en brought into execution, the 
Pasha inside reflected on the matter, 
and surrendered on the condition 
that he and his soldiers lives should 
be spared, which was readily granted.

The California Agricultural 
Society. 

Nominations for President being 
declared in order, Creed Haymond 
nominated Marcus D. Boruck of San 
Francisco, speaking highly of his qual- 
ifications for the position. None other 
being made it was ordered that the 
Secretary cast the ballot for Mr. Bo- 
ruck. The latter then went upon the 
stand and was introduced by Majer 
Biggs, when he addressed the meeting, 
promising to do all in his power to 
further the ends of the Society and 
make the annual Fair a success, and 
facetiously remarked that he would 
not remove the Capital, the Park or 
tLe Pavilion from Sacramento. 

A vote of thanks was, on motion of 
L. 8. Taylor, then tendered to Marion 
Biggs, the retiring President; after 
which the election for Directors was 
held. The following were placed in 
nomination: Chris. Green, of Sacra- 
mento; L. R. Rose, of Les Angeles; 
George W. Gridley, of Butte; Albert 
Gallatin, of Sacramento; Daniel Flint, 
of Sacramento; George W. Hancock, 
of Sutter; George W. Colby, of Butte. 
The election then proceeded, resulting 
in 870 votes being cast, as follows: 
Albert Gallatin, 237; Daniel Flint, 
226; G. W. Colby, 206; L. R. Rose, 
154; G. W. Gridley 118; Chris. Green, 
110. The Chair declared Messrs. Gal- 
latin, Flint and Colby eleeted for the 
long terin. 

A motion then prevailed that L. R. 
Rose, of Los Angeles, be nominated 
by acclamation for the short term.

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Some weeks ago our town was 
startled by an alarm of fire, and the 
firemen arrived at the scene in time to 
learn that a Chinese wash house on the 
edge of town had burned to the 
ground. Several pistol shots were 
heard about the time of the alarm, 
and the body of a dead Chinaman, 
riddled with bullets, was feund 
amongst the ruins. Knowing that a 
tribunal had been organized among 
the Chinese for the protection of life, 
we saw in this bold deed a sufficient 
reason. No clue tv the person or mo- 
tives of the murderer was obtained, 
and the Gazette from an interview with 
an intelligent Chinaman learned of the 
probable existence of a tribe of the or- 
der known as “Hoeys” among us. Ina 
recent case of murder, in Humboldt 
county, the Coroners jury was brought 
to.the same conclusion. After ob- 
taining all possible testimony bearing 
upon the facts in the case, the sworn 
jury arrived at the conclcsion that Ah 
Quin and accomplices committed the 
murder in front of the store of Sam 
Wa Lung, adding, “We also believe 
that there is now existing a secret 
tribunal among the Chinese which de- 
fies our authorities.” 

There can be no deubt that such se- 
cret tribunals exist in all communities 
where the Chinese live, and the clue 
to many a murder and robbery might 
be found with a close scrutiny of this 
order. That convictions of Chiness 
by their countrymen is impossible 
every court has learned, and it seems 
to us that it might be interesting work 
for some competent detective to un- 
ravel the mystery which shrouds these 
silent and deadly “Hoeys.” There 
can be no doubt that the pistol shots 
which caused the death of Ah Sam 
the other day, were fired in obedience 
tothe mandates of this body.
